A project that will change the landscape 
at BCC significantly and add much- 
needed classroom and office space, the 
Decker Health Sciences Center is now 
more than just a blueprint. As health 
related occupations continue to be one 
of the fastest growing employment fields 
in the Broome County area, BCC is 
commited to providing the best 
technologically advanced educational 
opportunities possible for our students 
and the community. Many of our 


graduates currently work in a variety of 


health services fields, and in keeping with 
the current employment trends, our 
students will continue to remain on the 
cutting edge in the health sciences area. 


The construction of the Decker Health 
Sciences Center was made possible 
through a one million dollar grant from 
the Decker Foundation (from a $500,000 
outright grant and a $500,000 challenge 
grant). An additional $500,000 was 
raised through several community 
foundations, businesses, and a few key 
individuals. The resulting $1.5 million 
’ was akey component to leveraging state 
and county dollars to bring this multi- 
million project to fruition. 


The Decker Center will bring together 
the seven programs that make up our 
Health Sciences Division: Dental 
Hygiene, Health Information 
Technology, Medical Assistant, Medical 
Laboratory Technology, Nursing, 
Physical Therapist Assistant and 
Radiologic Technology. Finally all of the 
classes and offices will be consolidated 
under one roof, encouraging increased 
operational! efficiencies and a cohesive 
learning environment. The team 
approach to health care, combined with 
state of the art facilities, will enable BCC

to prepare tomorrow’s health care 
professionals for challenging careers. 


The BCC Foundation is currently working 


‘to raise the necessary funds to furnish the 


building with the kinds of equipment we’ Il 
need to prepare our students for the 21st 
century. Great emphasis will be placed on 
computerized applications and 
technology-based learning tools, including 
a computer based patient record storage 
system using optical discs to store and 
retrieve records. 


The Decker Health Sciences Center is 
scheduled to open in early 1997. While 
the building’s construction is well under 
way, funding for equipment is one of our 
primary focuses.

BCC Visits CASS Alumni 
in Guatemala

Earlier this year, several faculty members and administrators 
on the BCC campus were talking about how successful the 
Georgetown University/USIA CASS Program had been over the 
last several years. 


The CASS students at BCC major in industrial technology with 
an emphasis in total quality management. One of their instructors 
wondered how useful it would be to visit some of our CASS 
alumni to find out how well their education prepared them once 
they returned to their countries. Although we received letters 
and occasional news of our alumni, it was more social than 
assessment oriented. As a result of this idea, in early June of 
this year, Dr. Alberto Miller (Director of the CASS Program), 
two instructors in the program (William Kelly and Dirk Elliot), 
and I found ourselves bouncing down a mountainous road to 
visit one of BCC’s alums working at the largest sugar plantation 
and sugar processing plants in Guatemala. 


The BCC group spent five busy days visiting industrial sites 
where five of our alumni hold positions in quality control. In 
each case we were greeted enthusiastically by the local business 
management and our alumni were given the responsibility of 
leading our tours. We were gratified to discover how excited 
the alumni were to see us. It was clear that the management 
people we met were very pleased with the knowledge, skills 
and performance of our graduates. It was also clear that the 
managing engineer of a sugar plantation in the jungle of 
Guatemala did not expect faculty of a college in New York State 
to be checking on the progress of their graduates! 


During the trip we visited a sugar plantation (Pantaleon, S.A.), 
two food processing plants (Kerns and Nestles), a clothing 

manufacturing plant (Dave Demian & Associates), a textile plant 
and a research and development organization serving Central 
America (Instituto Centroamericano de Investigacion y 
Technologia Industrial (ICAITI)). In each situation, we found 
that our graduates were employed in positions using the skills 
and knowledge they received in our program. Their positions 
allowed them to obtain earnings that were from five to ten times 
that of the typical employees in the plants. Perhaps more 
importantly, the quality of the work situation was vastly superior 
to most other positions in the companies. 


In discussions with our former students, it was obvious that their 
work internships in the U.S. gave them important benchmarks 
about how the plants in Guatemala could improve in the areas of 
safety, pollution control and aesthetic considerations for 
employees. They understood that there was major exploitation 
of labor, but they also knew they were in a position to suggest 
improvements in the future. 


We coordinated the timing of our trip with Magali Quintana

Saravia (CASS Coordinator for Central America and native 
Guatemalan) and Luis Alvarez (CASS Coordinator for 
Guatemala) so that we could attend the ceremony for the 1995 
class of Guatemalans who would be coming to the U.S. in August. 
Also at the ceremony were local dignitaries, a representative 
from the USIA and Father Julio Giuletti, the director of the CASS 
program for Georgetown University. The forty new CASS 
students were introduced and asked to take an oath of 
commitment to do their best. Parents and relatives were in the 
audience, beaming with pride and just a little apprehension about 
their loved ones going off to the United States. It was particularly 
rewarding for our contingent to meet the three students who will 
be attending BCC, beginning in the fall semester. It was also 
great to meet the parents of these three students and allay some 
of their concerns about their family members coming to the 
United States. 


Our trip was very tightly scheduled, but we did manage to visit 
the famous market at Chichicastenango and the beautiful colonial 
city of Antigua. We came back loaded with photos, souvenirs 
and wonderful memories of the warmth of the people of 
Guatemala. More importantly, the faculty now have a better 
understanding of the culture and conditions in one country where 
we have a significant number of alumni. 


At BCC we have come to realize that “history” and “foreign 
relations” are not just subjects in a classroom. We are keenly 
aware that our international students are part of what some have 
termed “scholarship diplomacy.” We must understand other 
cultures and see our mission in a broader global context. There 
is no substitute for visits like this one to Guatemala. We will 
continue to “make history,” not just read about it.

Trooper Wendy Hoffmaster (LA ‘86) began her college education at BCC 
with a career goal in mind of working in the law enforcement field. After 
graduating from Broome, she went on to get her bachelor’s degree in 
Administration of Justice at Penn State. 


In a recent on-campus interview, Wendy explained that, “The transfer to 
Penn State was easy, and all of the credits I earned at Broome were applied 
towards my four-year degree. The well-rounded education I received at 
BCC really helped prepare me to deal with the challenges I face every day. 
Law enforcement in the 1990’s requires you to be knowledgeable and 
proficient in a variety of subjects like science, math, English, and sociology, to name a few.” 


“Once you receive your degree, the State Police Academy’s six-month training program prepares you to deal effectively with any type 
of situation you might face in the line of duty. They also cover criminal procedures and penal law, report writing (a very important part 
of the job), communication skills, and a one week, high-intensity driver training course. The Academy experience is a combination of 
military basic training and upper-level college instruction. It’s unquestionably one of the toughest physical and mental challenges that 
I have ever encountered.” 


One of Wendy’s favorite BCC faculty members was Margaret LoGalbo, an English instructor whose enthusiasm for the class and 
coursework really made a memorable impression on her. 


When asked what she enjoys most about being a state trooper, Wendy replied that she likes the variety and the spontaneity that goes 


along with the job. Being out on road patrol enables her to interact with and help many different kinds of people in any number of _ | 


situations. Wendy has also spent several months on the other side of the Academy training fence, as an instructor of future law 
enforcement candidates.

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Phonathon ‘95 96: Off To A Great Start!!

This year’s Fall Phonathon Campaign is nearing 
completion, and we are pleased to report that at press time 
we received nearly $35,000. When compared to last year’s 
figures at this time, we are approximately 6.5% ahead in 
actual contributions. There are a number of pledges that 
have yet to be fulfilled, and we encourage.everyone to 
send them in as soon as possible. Remember that we 
cannot put your pledge to work until you send it in. If you 
have any questions regarding your pledge, or if you need 
a business reply envelope, please contact our Alumni 
Office at 607-778-5036. We have a goal of $90,000 to 
reach this year in Alumni giving. With our nearly 30,000 
Alums, I know we can make it. 


Our Fall Phonathon is particularly exciting in the area of 
new campaign pledges. The cumulative total of Alums 
that have never pledged before is nearing 600. It is 
important to note that these new supporters are crucial to 
our campaign. While our annual contributors provide the 
foundation, our new donors enable us to truly build on 
that base of support. This year’s phonathon staff have 
been challenged to ask our Alums that have never given 
in previous campaigns, to pledge $25.00 or more. Your 
response has been incredibly positive, and it will be our 
new contributors that propel us towards our goal. 


In a September 25, 1995, report in Community College 
_ Week, BCC ranked number 20 among two-year public 
institutions in the country receiving gifts during fiscal year 
1993-1994. That is quite an impressive accomplishment. 
However, we should not rest on our laurels or be content 
with the status quo. With a team effort, I know that we 
could easily reach the top 10 for °95 - ‘96. 


Looking at the big picture, our Alumni Phonathon 
Campaigns are just one aspect of the BCC Foundation’s 
fundraising plan. This year’s overall goal is $327,500, 
which will be met with the help and support of many 
businesses, individuals, organizations, foundations, and 
even faculty/staff. Last year, your support enabled over 
500 students to receive grants-in-aid and merit 
scholarships. With the additional project of equipping 
the new Decker Health Sciences Center, the need for 
Alumni support of the Annual Fund has never been greater.

TONY VILLECCO LA ‘92 


I have always been fascinated by early cinema, 
particularly the silent era of the 20’s. Finally, this past 
summer I decided to do some serious research and try 
writing a book on Pola Negri, one of the biggest stars 
during that time. 


I started corresponding with her during my teens. 
She was exotic and beautiful, thus I bombarded her 
with mail frequently. Though she never wrote a letter, 
she did send several signed Christmas cards and an 
early post card and photo. 


Some twenty-odd years later, I felt I had found 
enough contacts to attack the project of a book on 
Negri (who died in 1987). However, in writing to 
other stars and performers, my intent took on a twist, 
not only did I learn some tidbits on Negri, I soon 
realized I would be better off to try to interview silent 
stars who were still living and hear their stories as 
well. 


Many, many letters and phone calls later, I began 
to hear from some big names in the picture business 
and was thrilled. My first interview was with 96-year- 
old Priscilla Bonner, a star whose career dates back to 
the silent era. She is still as sharp as a tack. We’ve 
had several phone conversations and she generously 
shared some fascinating insights during Hollywood’s 
“Golden Years.” I hope to do a complete article on 
her for one of several fine magazines and periodicals 
which are for cinema fans as well as scholars. 


: One of my biggest thrills was when famed director 

Billy Wilder called me! He was a kind and gentle 
man and shared his memories of Pola Negri and others. 
Another surprise was a call from Fay Wray of KING 
KONG fame. Though she would not interview (she 


“does not give any interviews’’) she was likewise, kind 
and wished me well in my endeavor. 


I spoke briefly with Virginia Cherrill who co- 
starred in Charlie Chaplin’s CITY LIGHTS. She was 
the last great hold out, still making silent films up 
through the 40’s. In poor health, Virginia could not 
speak long. 


Anita Page, another beautiful star of the 20’s, 
agreed to a short “by mail” interview and sent a lovely 
signed photo. Other stars who either wrote or sent 
photos include Lita Gray Chaplin (Chaplin’s first wife, 
also an actress), Pauline Curley, Milton Berle, Bob 
Hope, Douglas Fairbanks, Jr., Josephine Hutchinson 
and Molly O’ Day and Eli Wallach (who worked with 
Negri). 


So my project continues, and I hope to obtain other 
interviews from several stars and then decide if there 
is enough for a book or rather, several articles. It has 
been much fun and rewarding but is far from over!

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BCC Photography Guru John Young Retires

This past June, BCC said good-bye to one of its longtime staff 
members, John Young, who retired after thirty two years at the 
College. He is now resides in Wheeling, West Virginia where 
his hobbies and a number of projects keep him busy. 


During an interview by phone a few weeks ago, I was able to 
learn more about his time at BCC as well as enjoy some of the 
stories and memories that he shared with me. John began 
working at Broome in September of 1963 as an audio-visual 
technician and camera club advisor. Back then, he explained, 
the campus wasn’t nearly the size it is today. The Library hadn’t 
been built yet, nor had the Business Building. The grass 
quadrangle extended all the way from the Student Center to the 
Wales Building. One morning in 1963, much to John’s (and no 
doubt, the rest of the campus community) surprise, the campus 
appeared to‘have been taken over by cows that had gotten loose 


from the nearby Almshouse. The wandering bovines were just 


as content grazing on the College turf as they were on the adjacent 
pasture land. : 


Through his job, John especially enjoyed meeting a number of 
interesting and famous people. Some notables include Henry 
Kissinger, G. Gordon Liddy, and Twilight Zone creator Rod 


Serling. One of John’s favorite camera shots was taken in 1964, 


when Rod Serling came to speak at BTCC. Apparently, Rod 


Serling was so impressed with John’s photo that he asked for 
several 16X20 prints made to be used for publicity shots. After 
digging through the archives, we were able to find one of the 
original photos that were taken of him in the Little Theater. It is 
a pleasure to have the opportunity to reprint this truly unique 
and irreplaceable photo in this edition of the BCC News. 


Most recently, John is pursuing another hobby of his that actually 
coincides with his love of photography. Since 1936 he has 
been photographing trains as well as many different aspects of 
the railroad industry. He and a co-worker are putting the final 


touches on a book that provides a 60-year photographic history 


and overview of railroading in Wheeling, West Virginia. 
Ironically, when John left Wheeling in 1959, another gentleman 
who was just as enthusiastic about trains began photographing 
them. Their combined efforts will enable them to produce a 
bonafide, complete 60 year railroad history. If that wasn’t 
enough to keep John busy, he has another book in the works 
entitled “Malfunction Junction,” that looks at the decline of 
railroading in our country. He explained that while Wheeling 
has lost approximately 98% of its railroad industry, Binghamton 
is still very active in the business. 


I asked John to reflect on his years at BCC, and he replied that 
“The students made it all worthwhile. I had the best job in the 
world from a personal satisfaction standpoint. There are just 
too many fond memories.....” He also wanted to share the fact 
that his wife Elizabeth is a BCC Alum, as are four of his five 
children. In addition, his oldest grandchild, Christina Young, is 
a senior at BCC this year. 


At the close of the interview, John asked me to pass along his 
“hellos to the whole gang at BCC, with best wishes for the 
academic year!!” On behalf of the faculty, staff, students and 
alumni, we wish John a truly enjoyable and deserved retirement, 
and we look forward to seeing him again on campus in the near 
future! !

Anniversaries are a time to pause and look back on 
where we’ve come from. With the College’s 50th just 
around the corner, now’s a good time to do just that. BCC 
is along way from classes in the refurbished State Armory 
down town where it spent its first five years, or from the 
second five years spent at the Kalurah Temple (now the 
First Assembly of God in Endicott). In 1957 the College 
relocated to Front Street and the five original campus 
buildings. Today, the expanded campus includes the newly 
refurbished Titchener Building, the Library, Business 
Building, and the Applied Technology Building, and 
construction on the new Decker Health Sciences Center 
is progressing rapidly. 


Today, nearly 6,000 students are enrolled in degree 
and certificate programs annually and while the 
occupational programs that BCC began with are still going 
strong, nearly half of today’s students are enrolled in the 
Liberal Arts and related careers division. Whether going 
on to work or transferring to a four-year college, BCC’s 
graduates get a first-rate education. And BCC’s role in 
training and educating goes much further: another 10,000 
community residents take advantage of courses in personal 
enrichment and professional development through the 
College’s Center for Community Education. In addition, 
the Center provides a growing number of businesses and 
corporations in the Southern Tier with the latest education 
and training programs for their employees. BCC is taking 
an active role in the economic recovery of this region and 
its efforts contribute to the quality of life of all of us. 


More than thirty years ago a group of visionary 
community leaders realized that public support would not 
always be enough to ensure access to a quality higher 
educational facility for Broome County people. They 
established the BCC Foundation to raise private support, 
and invest, and manage private fund for the benefit of the 
College, its students and faculty. Over the years the 
Foundation has actively pursued community support 
through its Annual Fund while continuing to develop 
“perpetual support” through deferred giving, bequests and 


the establishment of endowments. The Foundation’s 
support has assisted thousands of students in realizing their 
educational dreams, aided hundreds of faculty to complete 
graduate training, or develop new skills to provide even 
better educational experiences for students, and provided 
dozens of enhancements for campus that government 
resources could not provide. 


During the 1994-95 fiscal year Foundation revenue was 
at the highest level ever and reached over $1 million for 
the third time in its history. We are very proud of that 
achievement, but do not plan nor can we afford to rest on 
our laurels. With the many funding reductions already in 
place and those anticipated in local, state, and federal aid 


for higher education, we must redouble our efforts: private - 


support has never been needed more than now. Financial 
aid for students (tuition has doubled in the last 10 years), 
instructional equipment including high technology 
equipment and software, and library resources — these 
are three major areas that are seriously affected by funding 
reductions and need a major infusion of cash to keep up. 


So, as this big anniversary year approaches, I ask you 
to look back on your time at BCC and ask yourself these 
questions: have your experiences at BCC helped you get 
where you are now? Did you have a scholarship or some 
sort of financial assistance along the way that helped you 
finish? Have members of your family benefited, too, from
